Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD entitled Resident Evil: Apocalypse is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 13 years. 

The DVD contains a feature originally examined as a 35mm film by the Office of Film and 
Literature Classification (OFLC No. 402076 registered 25 January 2005). It was classified 
"Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who 
have attained the age of 13 years". The feature was later released on a DVD that was given 
the same classification (OFLC No. 500203 registered 24 February 2005). In a decision by 
the Film & Literature Board of Review (OFLC No. 501524 registered 18 October 2005) 
the feature was assigned the same classification and the descriptive note "Contains violence 
and horror scenes. Content may disturb". 
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Like the feature the extra components on the DVD under consideration include depictions 
of horror, violence and cruelty. These are particularly intense in the extra scenes from the 
film's sequel Resident Evil: Extinction. These images are likely to disturb and detrimentally 
affect children and younger teenagers by inuring them to this level of violence. However 
these scenes are brief, and in context with other components on this DVD are highly 
stylised and unrealistic. Therefore the classification given to the original film restricting it 
to persons who have attained the age of 13 years should be sufficient to reduce the 
likelihood of these injuries. 
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
